B. & O. Pension System. 


The employe pension system 01 tlic 


LJ. & O. railway is attracting a good 
deal of interest now, and as it is re- 
ported this system ^vill soon be estab- 
lished on the B. & O. S. W. some of 
the facts and figures as to the work- 
ings of the system on the older road 
may be of interest to our readers. 


The B. & 0. company establishc-d 


what it called a relief department sev- 
eral years before it adopted the pen- 
sion system. Under the former rule, 
established in 1880, afl new employes 
were required to join the department 
as a condition of being employed. An 
employe getting S30 per month must 
pay into a common fun£ $1.50 per 
month, for which he is entitled to $1 
a Jay for 
~j2 weeks ot sickness 
or 


or disablement from accident, to $1000 
in case of death f^om accident, and to 
?900 in case of Jeath from sickness. 
Employes earning higher wages pay 
in more and are entitled to more, in 
proportion. In its first twenty' years 
the B & O. department paid 56,010,199 
to members and $1.447,232 
for 
ex- 


penses. Under the pension system, es- 
tablished in 1884, tl ", ooirmmiy nad 
328 pensioners in 190T past tiZ years o£ 
age costing annually $<;i,174. An em- 
ploye af wages not over 5535 a month, 
who has been a member of the relief 
department ten years get a pension of 


3."5 cents a day on reaching" 65. Em- 
ployes at wages between ?50 and $75 
per month get 
75 cents a day on 


reaching the pension age. 


The amount of an employe's pen- 


sion on the Pennsylvania system is 1 
per cent, of average annual wages for 
the last ten years of service. Thus, a 
man retired at seventy, after serving 
the company 50 years would get half 
pay for the remainder of his life.

Columbus, O., Jan. 4. — Governor. 


Nash today sent the following mes- 
sage to the Ohio legislature: 
To the General Assembly: 


Owing to the operation of certain laws 


enacted by the last general assembly, and 
Yrtiich I deemed to be -wise, the manner 
In which the general revenue fund of the 
state has been produced has been entirely 
changed. Formerly this fund was largely 
derived from a levy of one mill and four- 
tenths of one mill on each dollar of val- 
uation of taxable property in the state. 
This placed the chief burden of the taxes 
for state purposes upon the real and per- 
sonal property. The last general assem- 
bly believed that this ciass of property 
should be relieved of this burden and that 
other sources of revenue should be sought 
and utilized. 
Therefore, the act of April 


29, 1502, was passed, which omitted to 
make a levy for the general revenue of 
the state, and which repealed the act of 
April IS, 1892, in which act a levy of ona 
mill and four-tenths of one mill was pre-

scribed for general revenue 
purposes.

It is safe to 
say that the grand duplicate of the state 
for the coming year will amount to S2,- 
000,000,000, and this legislation will re- 
lieve this class of property from paying 
at least $2,SOO,000 for general revenue 
purposes during the present year. 


NEW REVENUES. 


In order to reimburse the general rov- 


enue fund for the income of which it was 
deprived By the repeal of-the levy for its 
benefit, the act "To require corporations 
to file annual reports with the secretary 
of state and to pay annual fees there- 
for," known {is the "Willis law." the act 
to amend sections 27SO-17. 27SO-IS, 2730- 
19, 2780-20, 27SO-21, 27X0-22, and to sup- 
plement said section 27SO-22 by supple- 
mentary. sSstion 2780-73 of the revised 
statutes of Ohio, known as the "Cole 
Is-wv and the act to amend section 2745 
of the revised statutes of Ohio (the tax 
on insurance companies), were enacted. 
These laws have resulted in the produc- 
tion of very satisfactory returns for the 
benefit of the general revenue fund.

Thl» large KUID uceumuhited in 


1902, 
by reason of two facts, which will 


never exist again. Klrst, the government 
of the United States owed the state of 
Ohio $458.559.35, money advanced In de- 
fense of the Union, which was paid Into 
the state treasury in June of that year. 
Second, the flr.st half of the taxes aris- 
ing from the levy of one mill and four- 
tenths of one mill for the benefit of tho 
general revenue fund 
became due nnd 


payable In December, 1901, and the last 
half on the 20th of June, 1902. The new 
revenue laws of the .state went into effect 
early In the spring of 1902, and com- 
menced to supply money for the general 
revenue fund immediately thereafter. The 
last half of tho money derived from the 
levy for revenue purposes—S1,37S.SG4.GO— 
did not reach tho state treasury until July 
or August of that year. These two facts 
caused the revenues in 1902 to be much 
in excess of the wants of tho state, and 
in this manner tho largo balance referred 
to was created. 
In order to pay the ex- 


penses of 1903, we reduced that balance 
to the extent of $470,919.90. At the end 
of this year, if these expenses are kept 
down to the same amount as last year, 
there must be another reduction of the 
surplus fund in the amount of $335,873.05. 
In a short time, even if the expenses of 
the state are not increased, the surplus 
will entirely disappear, unless new sources 
of revenue are developed. These are not 
now apparent. 


NECESSITY FOR ECONOMY. 


AH this emphasizes the necessity lor 


the strictest economy in the administra- 
tion of all the affairs of the state. 1 re- 
gret to say that I do not now see in any 
direction a disposition to economize and 
to confine the expenditures for the state 
to actual necessities. 
Upon 
the other 


hand, the feeling seems to be abroad that 
the resources of the state are unlimited. 
From many sources comes the demand 
that the state shall enter upon the build- 
Ing of armories 
for the militia of the 


state, which if done, would result in the 
expenditure of four and a half, or five 
million dollars. The great value and util- 
ity of our canal system is set forth by 
many and tlie demand made that three 
million dollars be consumed within the 
next year in their rehabilitation and im- 
provement. 
The 17 penal, reformatory 


and benevolent institutions ask for ap- 
propriations this year amounting to $4,- 
914,084.80, wfcich is an increase over the 
appropriations made for the same insti- 
tutions in 1902 of 51,235,587.01. The uni- 
versities, heretofore sustained in part or 
altogether by the state, make demand 
that the assistance granted them shall 
be at least a half million dollars more 
than has ever before been given. It is 
also with many forcible arguments urged 
that two other benevolent institutions 
shall be established, grounds purchased 
an4 buildings erected. 
It is simply im- 


possible to listen to these demands. To 
do so would require the expenditure dur- 
ing the coming year of at least ten mil- 
lion dollars In Sccess of the expenditures 
of last. year. This would result in the 
wiping out of the surplus fund, consume 
all the money to be derived during the 
coming year from our present sources of 
revenue, restore to the tax duplicate the 
entire levy upon real and personal prop- 
erty for state purposes taken, therefrom 
in 1902, and then when this vast sum of 
money was expended, leave the state in 
debt to the extent of five million dollars. 


In the preceding paragraph I have 


spoken of the danger that the state might 
be left in debt to the extent of several 
million dollars. Perhaps this is rendered 
impossible by tho wise provision of the 
constitution which prohibits the state 
ffroni incurring a.liability or indebtedness 
in a larger" amount"1 than" 5750.000. If it 
Is impossible to incur this debt, it is im- 
possible to enter upon these projects of 
expending money to. the extent that is 
now proposed, because there is no way 
in which the state can get the money. 


Two years ago the state adopted a pol- 


icy by which she sought to reduce the 
amount of money raised for state pur- 
poses from the real and personal prop- 
erty of the state, and eventually to wipe 
out this tax altogether. After promising 
to do this, and after doing it, she raised 
revenue from other sources. That rev- 
enue was cheerfully paid by the bearers 
of the new burden, because they would 
participate in the benefits to be derived 
from the state's action, as well as other 
owners of real and personal property. To 
abandon this policy and restore the old, 
or to partially restore it, would be not 
only a step backward, but, as I said be- 
fore, an act of bad faith on the part of 
the state toward her citizens. 
In order 


to avoid the evils which I have suggested. 
it is only necessary to handle and expend 
the revenues of the state as they would 
be handled and expended by any wise 
and prudent business man. 


SINKING FUND. 


This fund was created for the purpose 


of securing money with which to pay the 
principal and interest of the funded debt 
of the state when it became due. and also 
the interest on the irreducible debt of 
the state. 
Prior to April 29, 1902, the 


levy for this purpose was three-tenths 
of one mill upon each dollar of valuation 
of taxable property of the state. On the 
2I»th of April. 1902. this levy was reduced 
to eighteen-hundredth* of one mill, a re- 
duction of twelvc-hundredths of one mill. 
This saved to the taxable property of the 
state the sum of ?1-",9,040.00 during the 
last year, and on the new duplicate will 
save this year the sum of ?140,00<J.OO. 


The disbursements 
during the. year 


ending Nov. 15. 1901. will be $285.090 for 
interest on the irreducible debt. The bal- 
ance left in the fund Nov. 15. 1904. will 
"be $231.692. I therefore suggest that the 
levy for sinking fund purposes be again 
reduced to twelve-hundredths of one mill. 
This will furnish monc-y enough to ray 
the interest on the irreducible de>... $2^5.- 
000 annually, nnd reduce the balance- in 
the sinking: fund at the rate of about 
$45.000 a year.

the rmnliiK year, under the act of May 
8, 1902. this university will receive from 
the stiitc of Ohio about J3.'!3,000 more. It 
Is an Institution of learning of which tho 
state ought to bo proud, nnd for the sup- 
port of which she hap contributed gener- 
ously In the past. " I «ee no good reason 
why the support grunted to this Institu- 
tion by the act of May C, 1902, Bhould bo 
Increased. 


The last general assembly made a levy 


of one-hundredth of one mill on the dol- 
Inr for the benefit of AVIlb-rforce univer- 
sity, and slx-hundredths of one mill for 
thu benefit of the Ohio university and 
Miami university, and 
provided that 


se-'en-twelfths of this last levy should bo 
usr.d for the benefit of Athens and five- 
twelfths for the benefit of Oxford. In no 
case should the levy for university pur- 
poses be increased, because this would 
operate to Increase the total levy for 
state purposes and would again look liko 
a step in the direction of the state going 
back to the old way of raising her rev- 
enues, by a levy upon the real and per- 
sonal property of the state. If the gen- 
eral assembly in its wisdom decides that 
these universities ought to have more- 
support than is given them by present 
levies, it should be given by means of 
direct appropriations from 
tho general 


revenue fund. 


The governor, by virtue of his office. 


Is a member of the board of trustees for 
the Ohio university at Athens. In my 
judgment, it is bad policy to have the 
governor of the state act with other gen- 
tlemen as trustees of any of the state 
institutions. 1 therefore recommend that 
the law be so changed that the governor 
may be relieved from acting as a trustee 
for the Ohio university. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS. ' 


In 1903, the total amount of expendi- 


tures for the needs of tho state wa*= $5.- 
435,873.05, and of this sum, $3,797,465.44 
was expended for the support, permanent 
improvement and repair of our penal, re- 
formatory and benevolent institutions, or 
nearly 70 per cent of the whole amount. 
I cannot conceal a conviction that there 
has not been the economy and prudence 
exercised in caring for these institutions 
and their expenses that there should have 
been, and that the cost of their main- 
tenance and support has been and now is 
larger than necessary. I believe that 
large sums mig'ht have been saved by the 
use of some system of competitive bid- 
ding in buying the supplies for these in- 
stitutions. 
I have seen marked improve- 


ment in the economy of tho.se institutions 
where such a course has been pursued. 
I recommend that this general assombly 
enact a law, making it obligatory>upon 
all the institutions of the state to pur- 
chase their supplies by some practical 
and effective method of competitive bid- 
ding. It is also important that economy 
and prudence should be exercised in the 
use and distribution of the supplies after 
they are purchased. 
INSANE AND EPILEPTICS IN IN- 


FIRMARIES. 


"When the additions to, th» hospitals for 


the insane and epileptics, for which ap- 
propriations have already been made, are 
completed, including additions at the 
Daj'ton State hospital,' they will accom- 
modate 1,600 additional patients. 
By a 


report received from the secretary of the 
board of state charities?, I am informed 
that the number of instine persons in in- 
firmaries 
on the 1st of May, 1903. was 


7S4. and that the number of epileptics in 
infirmaries on the same date was 23C— 
total number, 1020. This indicates that 
the increase in the capacity of these insti- 
tutions already provided for is sufficient, 
and I do not see any necessity of fur- 
ther increasing" their capacity at this 
time. 
The immediate duty, is to press 


to completion the additions 'to these in- 
stitutions, which are "already contem- 
plated, as rapidly as possible. , 


OHIO NATIONAL GUARD. 


The National guard of Ohio is in good 


condition, and during the last year has 
made marked improvciuant^ in discipline 
and in everything tliat makes for its 
efficiency. 
Under recc-nt enactments of 


the general government, her policy in re- 
gard to the National guard has under- 
gone a complete change.. The guard has 
become an arm of the national govern- 
ment which can be utilized by the na- 
tion for defense in c.ise of foreign war 
or invasion. At the same time, it re- 
mains an arm of the state government 
which she can use in case of riots or 
disturbances of the peace, or when it is 
necessary to enforce the civil laws of 
the state by armed force. It seems to 
be the policy of the federal government 
to expend each 
year about the same 


amount of money in tne maintenance of 
the guard as the stat" government ex- 
pends. 
During the last year the United 


States has armed our National 
guard 


with the new Krag-Jorgensen rifles, and 
has altogether spent about as much 
rr.oney upon the same as the state gov- 
ernment itself. 
During the next year I 


suggest that our guanl be pinned in the 
camps of the United States, which are 
maintained for 14 days, for discipline and 
Instruction. If this is done, the govern- 
ment of the United States will furnish 
xransportation and subsistence, pay the 
commissioned officers the compensation 
of like officers in the United States army, 
and the privates and non-commissioned 
officers the compensation of privates and 
non-commissioned ofS"-rs in the United 
States army. Under this plan the pri- 
vates will only recf-iv 43 cents per day. 
nnd the non-commissi'.ned officers 
the 


snme compensation as hke officers in the 
United States army. This is not suf- 
ficient. The state pay? her privates and 
non-commlssionf-d »>fli'-. rs when in stnte 
c^mp-one dollar per dny. This is not too 
much, and I suggest t:. it the state mak<- 
&n appropriation so that they can be 
paid, when our mont-y is added to gov- 
ernment pay. the s.-im' compensation ::s 
the state pays. Our - :ard. in ord'-r ti 
become efficient. sho::l'i have drill in the 
armories, in addition lo what they re- 
ceive in the camp?, of -:t least on" nieht 
a week, or 4S nicht i-. the y;ir. Our 
fruard is composed of r-"n who work for 
t3 eir livins. and I s-.-sest that 
e."i<-h 


member receive a sm;i;. compen^'jtion of. 
Kiy. 25 cents pT nij;.' '. or $3-' a y-ar.

No man ran esteem tnt> highly the gooi 
which this old soldier did for the stat' 
of Ohio In the days of our pioneer fath 
ers. 
When Ohio became n state, lie wa. 


retired to obseuiily and to a life of pov 
erty, and died In the state of Pennsyl- 
vania. I believe that Ohio ought to show 
that she appreeiatos the patriotic KIT 
vices of General St. Glair by the erectini 
of a suitable bronze monument in th 
capital of the state and upon the stat 
house grounds in Columbus, and I recom- 
mend that proper legislation be had by 
you to accomplish this result. 


P1UMAUY ELECTIONS. 


There Is a necessity for the enactment 


Of laws governing primary elections in 
this state. The primary is the fountain 
head of our electoral system, and there- 
fore there is every reason why it shoul 
be surrounded by all the safeguards that 
protect the general elections. Abuses in 
the conduct of primary elections liavi 
been freiiuent and disgraceful in some of 
our cities and in other parts of the state. 
In many precincts, as the primaries ar-; 
now conducted, more votes are often cast 
by one party at its primaries than are 
cast by both parties at the general elec- 
tion. The system now in vogue invites 
corruption and fraud, and I earnestly re- 
commend that 
some method for con- 


trolling these primary election 
be de- 


vised that will render them fair and 
honest. 


OFFICE OF ATTORNEY GENERAL. 
For a number of years there has been 


a marked increase in the lesal business 
of the state and a proportionate growth 
In the importance of the office of the at- 
torney general. At the same time, there 
has been manifested a disposition to di- 
vide the responsibility for the legal work 
of the state by the emploympnt of Inde- 
pendent counsel, at a large expense, for 
some of the departments. I deem this a 
good occasion to call attention to the 
need of centering the responsibility for 
the conduct of all litigation and the per- 
formance of all legal sen-ices for the 
slate, or any of the departments thereof, 
In its chief law officer, the attorney gen- 
eral. 
There is no reason, in my judg- 


ment, why the attorney general of the 
siate should occupy any different relation 
to it, or to any of its departments, than 
that of the attorney general of the 
United States toward the general gov- 
ernment and its departments. 
In the 


governor's office, the conferring of the 
veto power upon the chief executive; in 
the office of the secretary of state, the 
enforcement of the new laws affecting 
corporations; in the office of the auditor 
of state, the establishment of the bureau 
of uniform accounting; in the insurance 
department, 
the 
rapidly 
increasing 


amount of work, as well as the prosecu- 
tions in the departments of the state fire 
marshal, the fish and game commission, 
and the dairy and food commissioner, 
have led to suggestions for the employ- 
ment of additional attornes-s to serve the 
state, or have already brought about the 
employment of such additional attorneys, 
independently of the law department. I 
earnestly recommend that this condition 
of affairs should receive your careful con- 
sideration, which I hope will lead to the 
concentration of all this business In the 
office of the attorney general. 


; PUBLIC WORKS. 


As required by law. the state board of 


public works filed its annual report with 
the governor, on the 22nd day of Decem- 
ber last. In this document is embraced 
a very instructive and complete report by 
Mr. Charles E. Perkins, the chief engi- 
neer of public works, with his estimate i 
as to what must be done, in order to 
place the canals in a useful condition for 
the future. Inis report I transmit to tha 
general assembly together with this mes- 
sage, believing that it will receive the 
consideration which it richly deserves. 
Jlr. Perkins is an engineer of integrity 


and great professional ability. His ser- 
vices have been devoted to the public 
works of Ohio for 1J years, and his opin- 
ions are entitled to much weight. 
Un- 


doubtedly during a large number of 
years the canals have been a burden to 
the state. Their friends claim that thig 
bi.rden-is offset by the indirect benefits 
received by the people from them. Thia 
burden ought not to continue to be borne, 
unless the public works are modernized, ' 
so that they will at least bocome self- 
sustaining. To do this will require th*> 
expenditure, in Mr. Perl.in'' opinion, ol 
about Sl,5ftO/iOO, without tn.ting -'nto con- 
sideration the immediate ii iprovemont of 
the southern division. 
The question! 


arises, how and where can the state se- 
cure this money? This subject has been 
one of great difficulty to me, and ono 
which I liavc not been able to solve in a. 
way satisfactory to myself. It is one of 
the problems which you must face, and 
I am sure it will receive broad and can- 
did consideration upon your part. I trust 
the conclusion reached will be a wise one. 


The superintendent of insurance, in his 


forthcoming annual report, will recom- 
mend certain amendments of the insur- 
ant >• laws. Host of the propos'-d amend- 
ments are designed to harmonize incon- 
slsf-nrles in the law. and some are de- 
sjj^jed to meet new conditions and in- 
cre.is" the fnejliti's for sound in: 
and protect the public against imposition. 
I know thnt he has devoted mueh time 
and thotiKiit to the study of the 5n.=uranre 
laws of this and '•thT states, nnd there- 
fore urce that his recommendations be 
given c-ireful consideration.

terms then the president" should en- 
deavor to provide for u canal by the 
Nicaragua route. The language quoted 
defines with exactness and precision 
what was to be done and what as a 
matter of fact has been done. The 
president was authorized to go to the 
Nicaragua route only if within a rea- 
sonable time he could not obtain "con- 
trol of the necessary territory of the 
republic of Colombia." This Control 
has now been obtained, the provision 
of the act has been complied with, it 
is no Monger possible under existing 
legislation to go to the Nicaragua route 
as an alternative. 


Climax of Canal Legislation. 


This act marked the climax of the 


effort on the part of the United States 
to secure, so far as - legislation was 
concerned, an interoceaiiic canal across 
the isthmus. The effort to secure a 
treaty for this purpose with one of the 
Central American republics did not 
stand on the same, footing with the ef- 
fort to secure a treaty under any ordi- 


conditions. The proper position 


for 'the United States to assume in 
reference to this canal and therefore 
to the governments of the isthmus had 


vbeen clearly set forth by Secretary 
Cass in 1858. In my animal message I 
have already quoted what Secretary 
Cass said, but I repeat the quotation 
here because the principle it states is 
fundamental: 


"While the rights of sovereignty of the 
states occupying this region (Central 
America) should always be respected, we 
ahiUl expect that these rights be exercised 
in s. spirit befitting the occasion- and the 
wants and circumstances that have aris- 
•n. Sovereignty has its duties as well as 
Jta rights, and none of these local govern- 
ments, even if administered with more re- 
yard' to the just demands of other nations 
than they have been, would be permitted. 
in a spirit of eastern isolation, to close 
the-gatss of intercourse on the great high- 
ways of the world and justify the act by 
the pretension that these avenues of trade 
and travel belong to them and that they 
choose to shut them. or. what is almost 
equivalent, to incumber them with such 
unjust relations as would prevent their 
general use. 
\ 


The principle thus enunciated by Sec- 


retary Cass was sound then, and it is 
sound now. The United States has 
taken the position that no other gov- 
ernment is to build the canal. In 1889. 
when France proposed to come to the 
aid of the French Panama company by 
guaranteeing their bonds, the senate of 
the "United States in executive session. 
with only some three votes dissenting. 
passed a resolution as follows: 


That the government of the United 
States wilt look •with serious concern and 
disapproval upon any connection of any 
European government with the construc- 
tion or control of any ship canal across 
the isthmus of Darien or across Central 
America and must regard any such con- 
nection or control as injurious to the just 
rights and interests of the United States 
and as a menace to their welfare. 


The Hay-Pauricefote Treaty. 


Under the Hay-Pauncefote treaty it 


was explicitly provided that the Unit- 
ed States should control, police and 
protect the canal which was to lie 
built, keeping it open for the vessels 
of all nations on equal terms. The 
United States thus assumed the posS- 
tiou of guarantor of tbe caua! and of 
its peaceful use by all the world. The 
guarantee included as a matter of 
course the building of the canal. The 
enterprise was recognized as respond- 
ing to an international need, and it 
would be tbe veriest travesty on right 
and justice to treat the governments in 
possession of tbe isthmns as bavins 
•be right, in the language of Mr. Pass. 
"to close tbe gates of intercourse on 
the great highways of the world and 


tbe act by tne pretension that 


these avennes of trade and travel be- 
long to them nnd that they <-noose to 
shut them."

Routo Definitely Settled. 


Third.—Finally the congress UefinltP- 
y settled where the canal was to be 
built. 
II was provided that a treaty 


should bo made for building the canal 
across the isthmus of Panama, and if, 
after a reasonable time, it proved im- 
possible to secure such treaty that then 
•we should so to Nicarajrtia. The treaty 
las boon made, for it nwde no argu- 
ment to show that the intent of the con- 
gress was to insure a canal across Pan- 
ama and that whether the republic 
granting the title vra? failed New 
Granada. Colombia or Panama mat- 
tered not one whit. As events turned 
out. the question of "reasonable time" 
did riot enter into the matter at all. 
Although, as tbe months went by. it 
became increasingly improbable that 
;he Colombian congress would ratify 
the treaty or take steps -which would 
3e equivalent thereto, yet all chance 
for such action on their part did not 
vanish until the congress closed at the 
end of October, and within three days 
thereafter the revolution in Panama 
liad broken out. Panama became an 
independent state, and the control of 
the territory necessary for building tbe 
canal then became obtainable. 
The 


condition Tinder which alone we could, 
have gone to Nicaragua, thereby be- 
came impossible of fulfillment. If the 
pending treaty with Panama should 
not be ratified by the senate this would 
not alter the fact that we could not go 
to Nicaragua. 
The congress lias de- 


cided the route, and there is no alterna- 
tive under existing legislation. 


"When in August il began to appear 


probable that the Colombian legisla- 
ture would not ralify $10 treaty, it be- 
came incumbent upon me to consider 
well wji*t tbe situation was and lo be 
ready to advise the congress as to what 
were the various alternatives of action 
open to us. Thetv were several possi- 
bilities-. One was that Colombia would 
at the last moment see the unwisdom of 
her position. That there might be noth- 
ing omitted Secretary Hay. through the 
minister at Bogota, repeatedly warned 
Colombia 
that 
grave 
consequences 


might follow from her rejection of the 
treaty. Although it was a constantly 
diminishing chance, yei the possibility 
of ratification did not wholly pass away 
until the close of the session of tbe Co- 
lombian congress. 


A second alternative was that by the 


close of the session on the last day of 
October, without the ratification of the 
treaty by Colombia and without any 
steps taken by Panama, the American 
congress on assembling early in No- 
vember would be confronted with a. 
situation in which there had been a 
failure to come to terms as to building 
the eanal along the Panama route, and 
yet there had not been a lapse of a 
reasonable time—using the word rea- 
sonable in any proper sense—such as 
would justify the administration goinsr 
to the Nicaragua route. This situation 
seemed on the whole the most likely, 
and as a matter of fact I had made the 


draft of my message to con- 


gress with a view to its existence. 


Colombia Exceeded Her Rights. 


It was the opinion of eminent inter- 


national jurists that in view of tbe

by the congress, and for their fullili- 
nient suitable stipulations were em- 
bodied in the treaty. It has been stated 
in public prints that Colombia objected 
to these stipulations on the ground that 
they involved a relinrmishmcnt of het 
-sovereignty." but in the light of what 
has taken place this alleged objection 
must be considered as an afterthought. 


Colombia's Sovereignty Confirmed. 
In reality the treaty, instead of re- 


quiring a cession of Colombia's sover- 
ei-nty over the canal strip, expressly 
acknowledged, confirmed and preserved 
her sovereignty over it. The treaty in 
this respect simply proceeded on the 
lines on which all the negotiations lead- 
in- up to the present situation have 
been conducted. In those negotiation? 
the exercise by the United States, sub 
ject to the paramount rights of the lo 
cal sovereign, of a substantial contro 
over the canal and the immediately ad 
jacent territory, has been treated as a 
fundamental part of any arrangement 
that might be made. It has formed 
an essential feature of all our plans 
and its necessity is fully recognized in 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty- The con 
gress in providing that such contro 
should be secured adopted no new prin 
ciple, but only incorporated in its leg 
islation a condition the importance and 
propriety of which were universally 
recognized. 
During all the years o 


negotiation and discussion that preced 
ed the conclusion of the Hay-Herran | 
treaty Colombia never intimated that 
the requirement by the United States 
of control over the canal strip would 
render unattainable the construction of 
a canal by way of the isthmus of Pana- 
ma nor were we advised during the fact that the great design of our guar- 
months when legislation of 1902 was

pending before the congress that the 
terms which it embodied would render 
negotiations with Colombia impractica- 
ble. It is plain that no nation could 
construct and guarantee the neutrality 
of the canal with a less degree of con- 
trol than was stipulated for in the 
Hay-Herran treaty. A refusal to grant 
such degree of control was necessarily 
a refusal to make any practicable treaty 
at all. Such refusal therefore squarely 
raised the question whether Colombia 
was entitled to bar the transit of the 
•world's traffic across the isthmus. 


Demand For Canal. 


That the canal itself was eagerly de- 


manded by the people of the locality 
through which it was to pass and that 
the people of this locality no less eager- 
ly longed for its construction under 
American control arc shown by the 
unanimity of action in the new Pan- 
ama republic. Furthermore. Colombia, 
after having rejected the treaty in 
Spite of our protests and warnings 
•when it was in her power to accept it- 
has- since shown the utmost eagerness 
to accept the same treaty if only tin- 
status <i«o could l»c restore*!. One of 
the men standing highest in the otticial 
circles of Colombia on Xov. « address- 
ed the American minister at Bogota, 
saying that if the government of the 
United States would land troops to pre- 
serve Colombian sovereignty and tin- 
transit Ihe Colombian government would 
"declare martial law. and by virtue of 
vested constitutional authority, when 
public order is dtstartied. I would 1 ap- 
prove by decree tbe ratification of tbe 
canal tivaty a? signfd, or if ibe pov-

United .States to that end without vio- 
lating the spirit and substantially re- 
pudiating the obligations -of a treaty 
the full benefits of which she had en- 
joyed for over fifty years. My inten- 
tion was to consult the congress as to 
whether under such circumstances it 
would not be proper to announce that 
the canal was to be dug forthwith, that 
we would give the terms that we had 
offered and no others, and that if such 
terms were not agreed to we would 
enter iuto an arrangement with Pana- 
ma direct or take what other steps were 
needful in order to begin the enterprise. 


A third possibility was that the peo- 


ple of the isthmus, who had formerly 
constituted an independent state ami 
who until recently were united to Co- 
lombia only by a loose tie of federal 
relationship, might take the protection 
of their own vital interests iuto their 
own hands, reassert their former rights. 
declare their independence upon just 
grounds and establish a government 
competent and willing to do iis share in 
this great work for civilization. This 
third possibility is what actually o<- 
curred. Every one knew that it was M 
possibility, but it was not until toward 
the end of October that it appeared to 
be aa imminent probability. Although 
the administration, of course, had spe 
cial means* of knowledge, no such 
means were necessary in order to ap 
predate the possibility and, toward tbe 
end, tbe likelihood of such a revolution 
ary outbreak and of its success. 11 wa« 
it matter of common notoriety. Quota 
lions from the daily papers could b» in 
definitely maltinlied to show this stat 
of affairs.

A special dispatch to the Washington 


Post, tinder date of New York. Sept. 
1, runs as follows: 


B. G. Duque, editor and proprietor of 


the Panama Star nnO Herald, a resident 
of the ishmus during the past twenty- 
seven years, who arrived today in >.ew 
York, declared, that if the canal treaty fell 
through a revolution would be likely to 
follow. 
"There is a very strong feeling in Pan- 


ama." said Mr. Duque. "that Colombia in 
negotiating the sale of a canal concession 
in Panama is looking for profits that 
might just as well go to Panama herself. 


"The Colombian government only the 


other day suppressed a newspaper that 
dared to speak of independence for Pan- 
ama. Awhile ago there was a secret plan 
afoot to cut loose from Colombia and seeK 
the protection of the United States." 


In the New York Herald of Sept. 10 


the following statement appeared: 


Representatives of strong interests on 


the isthmus of Panama who make their 
headquarters in this city are considering 
3. plan of action to be undertaken in -co- 
operation with men of similar views in 
Panama and Colon to bring about a revo- 
lution and form an independent govern- 
ment in Panama opposed to that in Bo- 


There is much indignation on the isth- 


mus on account ol the failure of the canal 
treaty -which is ascribed to the authori- 
ties at Bogota. This opinion is believed 
to be shared by a. majority of the isth- 
mians of all shades of political belief, and 
they think it is to their beat interest lor 
a new republic to be, formed on the isth- 
mus which may negotiate directly with 
the United States a new treaty which 
will permit the digging of the Panama ca- 
ial under favorable conditions. 
In the Xew York Times, under date 
f Sept. 13, there appeared from Bogota 
he following statement: 
A proposal made by Senor Perez y 


Sotos to ask the executive to appoint an 
amiseeessionist governor in Panama has 
Deen approved by the senate. Speakers in 
he senate said that Senor Obaldia. jflio 
was recently appointed governor of Pan- 
ama and who is favorable to u canal 
reaty, was a. menace to the national in- 
egrity. 
Senator Marroquin protested 


against the action of the senate. 
President Marroquin succeeded later iu 


calming the congressmen. It appears that 
le was able to give them satisfactory rea- 
sons for Governor Obaldia's appointment. 
He appears to realize the imminent peril 
of the isthmus of Panama declaring its 
ndependence. 
Senor Deroux. representative for a Pan- 


_ma constituency, recently delivered a. 
sensational speech in the house. Among 
other things he said: 
"In Panama the bishops, governors 


magistrates, military chiefs and their 
subordinates have been and are foreign to 
the department. It seems that the gov- 
ernment, with surprising tenacity, wishes 
;o exclude the ithmus from all participa- 
:ion in public affairs. As regards inter- 
national dangers in the isthmus, 'all I can 
•say is that If these dangers exist they 
are due to the conduct of the national 
government, -which is in the direction of 
reaction. 
'If the Colombian government -will not 


take action -with a view to preventing dis- 
aster.- the responsibility will rest with it 
alone." 


In the New York Herald of Oct. 26 


it was reported that a revolutionary 
expedition of about seventy men bad 
actually landed on the isthmus. In the 
Washington Post of Oct. 29 it was re- 
ported from Panama that in view of 
the impending trouble on tbe isthmus 
tbe Bogota government bad gathered 
troops in sufficient- numbers to at once 
put down an attempt at secession. In 
the New York Herald of Oct. 30 I 
was announced from Panama that Bo- 
gota was hurrying troops to the istli 
mils to put down the projected revolt 
In the New York Herald of Xov. 2 i 
was announced that in Bogota the con 
gress had indorsed tbe energetic mea;

Ships Ordered to Isthmus. 


In view of all these facts I directed 


tbe navy department to issue instruc- 
lons such as would insure our having 
ships within easy reach of the isthmus 
n the event of need arising. Orders 
were-given on Oct. 19 to tbe Boston to 
>roceed to San Juan del Sur. Nicara- 
gua: to the Dixie to prepare to sail 
'rom League Island, and to the Atlan- 
ta to proceed to Guuntauaino. On Oct. 
iO the Nashville was ordered to proceed 
to Colon. On Nov. 2 when, the Colorn- 
)ian congress having adjourned, it was 
evident tha't the outbreak \vas immi- 
nent, and when it was announced that 
both sides were making ready forces 
whose meeting would mean bloodshed 
and disorder, the Colombian troops hav- 
ng been embarked on vessels, the foi- 
owing instructions were sent to the 
commanders of tbe Boston. Nashville 
and Dixie: 


Maintain free and uninterrupted transit, 


[f interruption is threatened by armed 
force, occupy the line of railroad. Pre- 
vent landing of any armed force with 
iostile intent, either government or in- 
surgent, at any point -within fifty miles of 
Panama. Government force reported ap- 
proaching the isthmus in vessels. Prevent 
their landing if, in your judgment, the 
landing would precipitate a eonllict. 


These orders were delivered in pur- 


suance of the policy on which our gov- 
ernment had repeatedly acted. This 
policy was exhibited in the following 
orders, given under somewhat similar 
circumstances last year and the year 
before and the year before that. The 
first two telegrams are from the depart- 
ment of state to the consul at Panama:

You are Directed to protest against any 


act of hostKity which may involve or im- 
peril the saft- and peaceful tr.ms-it of 
persons or property across the ittbtntjs of 
Panama.

Apparently, however, the consul guu- 
eral at Panama had not received the 
information embodied in the Associated 
Press bulletin, upon which the assislant 
secretary of state based his dispatch. 
for his answer was that there wits no 
uprising, although the situation was 
critical, this answer being received at 
8:15 p. m. Immediately afterward he 
sent another dispatch, which was re- 
ceived at 9:50 p. m.. saying that the 
uprising had occurred a»d had been 
successful, with no bloodshed. 
The 


Colombian gunboat Bogota next day 
began to shell the city of Panama, witn 
the result of killing one Chimiman. 
The consul general was directed to no- 
tify her to stop tiring. Meanwhile, on 
Nov. 4. Commandm- Hnbbard notified 
the department that he had landed a 
force to protect tbe lives and property 
of American citizens against the threats 
of the Colombian soldiery. 


Colombians Threaten Americans. 
Before any step whatever had been 


taken by the United States troops to 
restore order the commander of the 
newly landed Colombian troops bad in- 
dulged in wanton and violent threats 
against American citizens, which cre- 
ated serious apprehension. 
As Com- 


mander Hubb.ird reported in his letter 
of Nov. 5. this officer and his troops 
practically began war against the Unit- 
ed States, and only the forbearance and 
coolness of our officers and men pre- 
vented bloodshed*. The letter of Com- 
mander Hubbard is of such interest

The consul informed 


me that he had received notice from the 
officer eommandinsr the Colombian troops. 
Colonel Torres, through the prefect of Co- 
lon, to the effect that' if the Colombian 
officers Generals Tobal and Amaya, who 
had been seized in Panama on the evening 
of the 3d of November by the independ- 
ents and held as prisoners, were not re- 
leased by - o'clock p. m. he (Torres) would 
open fire on the town of Colon and kill 
every United States citizen, ia-tha-place. 
and my advice and action were requested. 
I advised that all the United States citi- 
zens should take refuse in the shed of the 
P/anama Railroad company, a stone build- 
ing susceptive of being put into jrood 
state for defense, and that i would imme- 
diately land such body of men. with extra 
arms for arming- the citizens, as the com- 
plement of the ship would permit.

the officer left In command of the troops 
had been so notified by the general su])c-r- 
Jntendtnt of the Panama Railroad com- 
pany. I remained at the company's office 
until it was sure that no action on my 
part would be needed to prevent the 
transportation 
of. the troops that after- 


noon, when I returned on board and ca- 
bled the department the situation of af- 
fairs. At about 5:30 p. m. 1 H&iin went on 
shore and received notice from the gen- 
eral superintendent of the railroad that 
he had received the request for the trans- 
portation of the troops arid that they 
"would leave on the i\ a m. train on the 
following day. 1 immediately w-nt to see 
the general superintendent and learned 
that it had. just been announced that a 
provisional government had been estab- 
lished at Panama—that Generals Amaya 
and Tobal, the governor of Panama and 
four officers, who had wone to Panama in 
the morning, had been seized and were 
held as prisoners; that they had an or- 
ganized force of 1.500 troops and wished 
the government troops in Colon to be 
sent over. This I'declined to permit and 
verbally prohibited the tjeneral superin- 
tendent from giving transportation to the 
troops of either party.

Ships Sent None Too Soon. 


This plain official account ol' tin- oc- 


currences nl' _\ov. 4 shows tii:il. in- 
stead of there having been too nnn-li 
prevision by the Anicricjiii government 
for the maintenance of order ami tin 
protection of life au<J property on tin- 
isthmus, the orders for the inoveini'iil 
of the American warships had been tno 
long (li'layed so long, in fact, that 
there were but forty-two marines :ui<l 
sailors available to land and protect 
th(- ihf.-s of American m«n and 
It was only the coolness :uid gallantry 
with Avhich this little: liiind of 
w.'iring the American uniform faced 
ten times their number of armed foes, 
bent on carrying out the atrocious 
threat of the Colombian commander, 
that prevented a murderous catastro- 
phe. At Panama when the revolution 
broke out there was no American man- 
of-war and no American troops or sail- 
ors. 
At Colon Commander Hubbard 


acted with entire impartiality toward 
both sides, preventing any movement, 
whether by the Colombians or the Pan- 
amans. which would tend to produce 
bloodshed. 
On Nov. 9 he prevented a 


body of the revolutionists from landing 
ut Colon. 
Throughout he behaved in 


the most creditable, manner. 
In the 


New York livening Post under date of 
Panama. Dec. 8, there is an article from 
a special correspondent which sets 
forth iu detail the unbearable oppress 
sion r>f the Colombian government in 
Panama. 
In this article is an inter- 


esting interview with u native Pana- 
mau. which >-uns in part as follows: 


* * * We looked upon the building- of the 


canal as a matter of life or death to us. 
\\V- wanted that because it meant, with 
thp United States in control of it, peace 
ar.cl prosperity for us. President Marroquin 
appointed an isthmian to be governor of 
Panama, and we looked upon that as of 


notification to the general superintendent happy augury. Scon we heard that the 
of the Panama, railroad, to the prefect o' 
Colon and to the officer left in command 
of the Colombian troops, latc-r ascertained 
to be Colonel Torres, that 1 had prohibited 
the transportation of troops in either di- 
rection in order to preserve the free and 
uninterrupted transit of the isthmus. Cop- 
ies of these letters are hereto appended; 
also copy of my notification to the consul. 
Except to a few people, nothing- was 
known in Colon of the proceedings in 
Panama until the arrival of the train at 
10:45 
oa the morning of the 4th. Some 


propositions were. I was later told, made 
to Colonel Torres by the representatives 
of the new government at Colon, -with a 
view to inducing him to re-embark in the 
Cartagena and return to the port of Car- 
tagena, and it was in answer to this prop- 
osition that Colonel Torres made the 
threat and took the action reported in 
my letter No. 
SO. of :xov. 5, 19<J3. 
The 


Cartagena left the port just after the 
threat was made, and I did not deem it 
expedient to attempt to detain her, as 
such action would certainly, in the then 
state of affairs, have precipitated a. con- 
flict on shore which I was not prepared to 
meet. It is my understanding that she 
returned to Cartagena. After the with- 
drawal of the Colombian troops on the 
evening of. Nov. 4 and. the return of the 
Nashville's force on board, as reported in ' 
my letter No. 35, there was no disturbance j 
on shore, and the night passed quietly, i 
On the morning of the 5th I discovered 
that the commander of the Colombian 
troops had not withdrawn so far from the ' 
town as he had agreed, but was occupying 
buildings near the outskirts of the town. 
I immediately inquired into the matter 
and learned that he had some trivial ex- 
cuse for not carrying out his agreement 
and also that It was his intention to oc- 
cupy Colon again on the arrival of the 
alcalde due at 10:45 a. m.. unless General 
Tobal sent word t>y the alcalde that he. 
Colonel Torres, should withdraw. That 
General Tobal had declined to give any 
instructions I was cognizant of. and the 
rituation at once became quite as serious 
as on the day previous. I immediately 
landed an armed force, reoccupied the 
same building: also landed two 1 pound- 
ers and mounted thorn on platform cars 
behind protection of cotton bales, and 
then in company with the United States 
consul had an interview with Colonel 
Torres, in the course of which I informed 
him that I had relanded my men because 
he had not kept his agreement; that I had 
no interest in the affairs of either party; 
that my attitude was strictly neutral; 
that the troops of neither side should be 
transported; that my sole purpose in land- 
Ing was to protect the lives and property 
of American citizens if threatened, as 
they had been threatened, and to main- 
tain the free and uninterrupted transit of 
the isthmus, and that purpose I should 
maintain by force if necessary. I also 
•trongly advised that in the interests of 
peace and to prevent the possibility "f a 
conflict that could not but be regrettable 
he should carry out his ngreemer.t of the 
previous evening and withdraw to Mon- 
key hill. 


Colonel Torres" only reply was that it 


•was unhealthy at Monkey hill, a r'-jtcra- 
tlon of his love of Americans and per- 
sistence in his i':t'-T.tlon to occ'iry Col^n 
should General Tob.-il not give him direc- 
tions to the contrary.

at Bogota. Xext we heard that our isth- 
mian qovernor. Obaldia. who had scarcely 
assuni"d power, was to be superseded by 
a fcoldier from Bogota. 


Notwithstanding all that . Colombia has 


drained us of in th«. way of revenues, she 
did not bridge for us a single river, nor 
make u single roadway, nor erect a single 
college where our children could be edu- 
cated. nor do anything at all to advance 
our industries. * * * Well, when the new 
generals came we seized them, arrested 
them, and the town of Panama was in 
joy. 
Not a protest was made except the 
shots fired from the Colombian gimboat 
Bogota, which killed one Chinese lying in 
his bed. We were willing to encounter 
the Colombian troops at Colon and fight it 
out. 
but the commander of the United 
States cruiser Nashville forbade Super- 
intendent Shaler to allow the railroad to 
transport troops for either paity. That is 
our story.

I call especial attention to the con-

thus clearly appears that the fact that 
there was no bloodshed on the isthmus 
was directly due— and only due — to the 
prompt and firm enforcement by the 
United States of its traditional policy. 
During the past forty years revolutions 
and attempts at revolution have suc- 
ceeded one another with monotonous 
regularity on the isthmus, and again 
and again United States sailors and 
marines have been landed as they were 
landed in this instance and under sim- 
ilar instructions to protect the transit. 
One of these revolutions resulted in 
three years of warfare, and the aggre- 
gate of bloodshed and misery caused by 
them lias been incalculable. The fact 
that in this last revolution not a life 
was lost save that of the man killed 
by the shells of the Colombian gun- 
boat and no property destroyed was 
due to the action which I have describ- 
ed. We, in effect, policed the isthmus 
in the interest of its inhabitants and 
of our own national needs and for the 
good of the entire civilized world. Faii- 
ure to act as the administration acted 
would have meant great tvaste of life. 
great suffering, great destruction of 
pro{>erty. all of which was avoided by 
the firmness and prudence "with which 
Commander Hubbard carried out his 
orders and prevented either party from 
attacking the other. 
Our action was 


for the peace both of Colombia and of 
Panama. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that there will DP uo unwise conduct on 
our part whk-h may encourage Colom- 
bia to emlwrk on a war which cannot 
result in bor regaining control of the 
islhmu*. but which may cause much 
bloodshed and suffering.

ent instance. These reasons embrace 
(1) our treaty rights, C2> our national 
interests and safety and Gli the inter- 
ests of collective civilization. 


The Treaty of 1846. 


1 have already adverted to the treaty 


of 1840, by the thirty-iifth article of 
which the United States secured tlie 
right to a free and open transit across 
the isthmus of Panama, and to that 
end agreed to guarantee to New Gra- 
nada her rights of sovereignty and 
property over that territory. This ar- 
ticle is sometimes discussed as if tlie 
latter guarantee constituted its sole 
object and bound the United States to 
protect the sovereignty of New Gra- 
nada 
against domestic 
revolution. 


Nothing, however, could be more erro- 
neous than tbis supposition. That our 
wise and patriotic ancestors, with all 
their dread of entangling alliances. 
would have entered into a treaty with 
New Granada solely or even primarily 
for the purpose of enabling that rem- 
nant of the original republic ot" Colom- 
bia, then resolved into the states of 
New Granada, Venezuela and Ecua- 
dor, to continue from Bogota to rule 
over the isthmus of. Panama is a con- 
ception that \yould in itself be incred- 
ible, even if the contrary did not clear- 
ly appear. It is true that since the 
treaty was made the-United States has 
again and again been obliged forcibly 
to intervene for the preservation of or- 
der and the maintenance of au open 
transit and that this intervention has 
usually operated to the advantage of 
the titular government of Colombia, 
but it is equally true that the United 
States in intervening, with or without 
Colombia's consent, for the protection 
of the transit has disclaimed any duty 
to defend the Colombian government 
against 
domestic 
insurrection 
or 


against the erection of an independent 
government on the isthmus of Panama. 
The attacks against which the United 
States engaged to protect New Gra- 
nadian sovereignty were those of for- 
eign powers, but this engagement was 
only a means to the accomplishment of 
a yet more important end. The great 
design of the article was to assure the 
dedication of the isthmus to the pur- 
poses of free and unobstructed inter- 
oceanic transit, the consummation of 
which would be found in an inter- 
oceanic canal. To the accomplishment 
of this object the government of the 
United States had for years directed its 
diplomacy. It occupied a place in the 
instructions to our delegates to the 
Panama congress during the adminis- 
tration of John Quincy Adams. 
It 


formed the subject of a resolution of 
the senate in 1835 and of the house of 
representatives in 1S3D. In 1S4C. its im- 
portance had become still more ap- 
parent by reason of the Mexican war. 
If the treaty of 1846 did not in terms 
bind New Granada to grant reasonable 
concessions for the construction of 
means of interoceanic communication, 
it was only because it was not imagin- 
ed that such concessions would ever 
be withheld. 
As it was expressly 


agreed that the United States, in con- 
sideration of its onerous guarantee of] 
New Granadian sovereignty, 
should 
t 


possess the right of free and open 
transit on any modes of communica- 
tion that might be constructed, the ob- 
vious intent of the treaty rendered it 
unnecessary, if not superfluous, in 
terms to stipulate that permission for 
the construction of such modes of com- 
munication should not be denied."

United States Must Build Canal. 
' 


Long before the conclusion of the 


Hay-Herran treaty the course of events 


blau government should be "entirely 
unable to suppress the weceasiun move- 
ment there." 
Here was a tliruci su- 


llcitaUon to the United States to inter- 
vene for the purpose of suppressing, 
contrary to the treaty of 38-10 UK this 
government lias uniformly t'onstrued 
it, a new revolt against Colombia's au- 
thority brought about by her own re- 
fusal to permit Hie , iiltillmeilt of Hie 
great design for which that tre.uy was 
made. 
IL was under these circum- 


stances that the United States, instead 
of using its forces to destroy those who 


1 sought to make the engagements of the. 
treaty a reality, recognized them as the 
proper custodians of the sovereignty of 
the isthmus. 


This recognition was, in. the second 


place, further justified by the highest 
considerations of our national interests 
and safely. In all the range of our in- 
ternational relations I do not'hesitate 
to allirm that there is nothing of great- 
er or more pressing importance than 
the construction of an interoceanic ca- 
nal. 
Long acknowledged to be essen- 


tial to our commercial development," it 
has become, as the result of the recent 
extension or our territorial dominion, 
more than ever essential to our nation- 
al self defense. In transmitting to the 
senate the treaty of 1846 President Polk 
pointed out as the principal- reason for 
its ratification that the passage of the 
isthmus, which it was designed to se- 
cure, ''would relieve us from a long 


angerous navigation of more than 
miles around Cape Horn and ren- 


der our communication with our owii 
possessions on the northwest coast of 
America 
comparatively 
easy 
and 


speedy." The events of the past five 
years have given to this consideration 
an importance immeasurably greater 
than it possessed in 1S4G. In the light 
of our present situation the establish- 
ment of easy and speedy communica- 
tion by sea between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific presents itself not simply 
as something to be desired, but as an 
object to be positively and promptly at- 
tained. Reasons of convenience have 
been superseded by reasons of vital 
necessity, which do not admit of in- 
definite delays. 


Wicked Delays. 


To such delays the rejection by Co- 


lombia ot" the Hay-Herran treaty di- 
rectly exposed us. As proof of this fact 


1 I need only refer to the programme out- 


lined in the report of the majority of 
tlie Panama canal committee, read in 
the Colombian senate on the 14th of 


' October last. 
In this report, which 


recommended that the discussion of a 
law to authorize the government to en- 
ter . upon new negotiations should be 
indefinitely postponed, it is proposed 
that the consideration of the subject 
should be deferred till Oct. 31, 1904, 
when the next Colombian congress 
should have met in ordinary session. 
By that time, as the report goes on to 
say, tlie extension of time granted to 
the New Panama Canal company by 
treaty in 1893 would have expired and 
the new congress would Be in a position 
to take up the question -whether the 
company had not, in spite of further 
extensions that had been granted by 
legislative acts, forfeited all its proper- 


/ ty and rights. ''When that time ar- 
rives," the report significantly declares, 
"the republic, without any impediment 
will be able to contract, and will be In 
more clear, more definite, and more ad- 
vantageous possession, both, legally and 
materially." 
The naked meaning of 


this report is that Colombia proposed 
to wait until by the enforcement of a 
forfeiture repugnant to the ideas of jus- 
tice which obtain in every civilized na- 
tion the property and rights of the 
New Panama Canal company could be 
confiscated. 


Such Is the scheme to which It was 


proposed that the United States should 
be invited to become a party. The 
construction of the canal was to be 
relegated to the indefinite future, while 
Colombia was, by reason of her own 
delay, to be placed in the "more advan- 
tageous" position of claiming not mere- 
ly the compensation to be paid by the 
"United States for the privilege of com- 
pleting the canal, but also the forty mil- 
lions authorized by the act of 1902 to

Among those who signed tbis reso- 


lution on behalf of their respective 
governments was General Reyes, the 
delegate of Coloinbiy. 
Little could it 


have been fort-seen that two years later 
the Colombian government, led astray 
by false allurements of selfish advan- 
tage and forgetful alike of its interna- 
tional obligations and of the duties and 
responsibilities of sovereignty, would 
thwart the efforts of the United States 
tb enter upon and complete a work 
which the nations of America, reecbo- 
ifig thf sentiment of the nations of Eu- 
rope, had pronounced to be not only 
"worthy of the greatness of the Amer- 
ican people." but also "in the highest 
sense a work of civilization.'' 


Powers Follow Our Lead. 


That our position as the mandatary of 


civilization has been by no means mis- 
conceived is shown by the promptitude 
with which the powers have, one after 
another, followed our lead in recogniz- 
ing Panama as an independent state. 
' Our action iu recognizing the new re- 
public has been followed by like recog- 
nition on the part of France, Germany. 
Denmark, Russia. Sweden arid Nor- 
way. Nicaragua. Peru. China. Cuba. 
Great Britain, - Italy, Costa Rica, Ja- 
pan and Austria-Hungary. 


In view of the manifold considera- 


tions of treaty right and obligation, of 
national interest and safety and of col- 
lective civilization, by which our gov- 
ernment was constrained to act. I ain 
at a loss to comprehend the attitude of 
those who can discern in the recogni- 
tion of the republic of Panama only a 
general approval of the principle of 
"revolution" by which a given govern- 
ment is overturned or one portion of a 
country separated from another. Only 
the amplest justification can warrant 
a revolutionary movement ot" either 
kind. But there is no fixed rule which 
can be applied to all such movements. 
Each case must be judged on its ovrn 
merits. There have been many revolu- 
tionary movements, many movements 
for the dismemberment of countries, 
which were evil, tried by any standard. 
But in iny opinion no disinterested and 
fair minded observer acquainted with 
the circumstances can fail to feel that 
Panama had the amplest justification 
for separation from Colombia under the 
conditions existing, and, moreover, that 
its action was in the highest degree 
beneficial to the interests of the entire 
civilized world by securing the imme- 
diate opportunity for the building of 
the interoeeanic canal. It would be 
well for those who are pessimistic as 
to our action in peacefully recognizing 
the republic of Panama, while we law- 
fully protected the transit from inva- 


j sion and disturbance, to recall what has 


• been done in Cuba, where we interven- 


i ed even by force on general grounds of 


national interest and duty. When we 


; interfered, it was freely 
prophesied 


j that we intended to keep Cuba and ad- 


i minister it for our own interests. The 


i result has demonstrated in singularly 


conclusive fashion the falsity of these 


I" prophecies. Cuba is now an independ- 


ent republic. We governed it in its 
own interests for a few years till it 
was able to stand alone and then start- 
ed it upon its career of self govern- 
ment and independence, granting it all 
necessary aid. We have received from 
Cuba a grant of two naval stations, so 
situated that they in no possible way 
menace the liberty of the island and 
yet serve as important defenses for the 
Cuban people, as well as for our own 
people, against possible foreign attack. 
The people of Cuba have been Immeas- 
urably benefited by our interference 
in their behalf, and our own gain has 
been great So will it be with Panama. 
The people of the isthmus and, as I 
firmly believe, of the adjacent parts of 
Central and South America, will be 
greatly benefited by the building of the 
canal and tire guarantee of peace and 
order along its line, and hand in hand 
with the benefit to them will go the 
benefit to us and to mankind. By our 
prompt and decisive action not only 
have our interests and those of the 
world at large been conserved, but we 
have forestalled complications which 
were likely lo l>e fruitful in loss to our- 
selves and in bloodshed and suffering 
to the people of the isthmus. 


R^'Jfitation Only Question Now. 


Instead of using <«'ir forces, as we 


were invited by Colombia to do, for the 
twofold purpose of defeating our own 
rights and interests and the interests of 
the civilized \vor3d and of conjpelHnj; 
the submission of the people of the istn- 
mus to those whom they regarded ss 
oppressors. v.-<» shall, as in duty bound. 
£eep the transit open and prevent its in- 
vasion. Meanwhile the only question 
now before ns i> that of lie ratiStation 
of the. treaty. For 5t i« to be remem- 
bered that a failure lo ratify Ihe treaty 
will not undti what hns been don», wilJ 
not restore Panama t-" Colombia and 
will not alter our obligation to keep 
the transit opc-u across ibe Isthmus and 
to prevent .iny outside power from 
menacing this transit.

It is asserted that by 
her declaration of independence Colombia 
has been entirely released from all the oli- 


c Jigations by which, as a part of thp Span- 
ish nation, she was bound to other na- . 
tions. This principle is not tenable. To 
all the engagements ol' Spain with other 
nations, affecting? their rights and inter- 
-ests, Colombia, so far as she was affected 
by them, remains bound, in honor and in 
justice. The stipulation now referred to 
is of that character. 


.Treaties Do Not Easily Die. 


The principle thus asserted by Mr. 


Adams was afterward sustained by un 
international commission in respect to 
the precise stipulation to which he re- 
ferred, and a similar position was taken 
by the United States with regard to the 
binding obligation upon the independ- 
ent state of Texas of commercial stipu- 
lations embodied in prior treaties be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
when Texas formed u part of the latter 
country. But in the present case it is 
unnecessary to go so far. Even if it 
be admitted that prior treaties of a 
political and commercial complexion 
generally do not bind a new state 
formed by separation, it is undeniable 
that stipulations having a local applica-- 
tion to the territory embraced in the 
hew state continue iu force and are 


I binding upon the new sovereign. Thus 
it is on an hands conceded that treaties 
relating to boundaries and to rights of 
navigation continue in force without 
regard to changes in government or in 
sovereignty. This principle obviously 
applies to that part of the treaty of 
1846 which relates to the isthmus -of 


, Panama.
